Re- 
fined Idolatry , againft the ſecond Commandcment, in 
worſhipping the true God after falſe and forbidden man- 
ner, 2. Chrenicles 33. 17, Nevertheleſſe the people, did 
ſacrifice ſtill in the high places, yet mito the Lord thei 
God onely. Groſſe Idolatry found many Reformers, . A/a,. 
Toaſh, Amaziah, Uzziah, Totham, Manaſſeh, whilelt 
onely two Tehoſaphat and .
